You may not 
enow wh?it a dowser is, und when you do 
cuow you will probably discredit the exist- 
ence of si.eb a person. A dowser is a mall 
or womun who is possos-sud of Borne curi- 
ous ooouH force which Mivas tlio owner tho 
jower to loctite hidden streams of wiitor 
lowing 200 or 400 font below tho surface of 
ihe earth. A dowser cun walk over an un- 
jnown piece of country and point out tlie 


spot where u well or pipes cull bo 


gunk. Ho can toll the oxact depth at which 
water will bo found, and also tbo number 
of gallons nn hour which can be pumped 


Dowsers ore scientifically termed hydro- 


scoplstH. The presence of subterranean 
water linn a peculiar effect upon their nerv- 
ous systems. Tho dowscir, when prosecut- 
ing his v/ork, always carries 11 hazel twig 
in hiB bunds. 
When ho reaches a spot 


where water is flowing underneath, tbo 
liazol twig bends and poiuts downward. 
Thin sounds fantastic uud unreal, but tho 
truth of It must bo acknHBbdgcd or the 
testimony of some of tho«Bost ruspectod 
British poors doubted. The psychic folks 
who have boon Invustigacing the dowsing 
mystery have collected a muss of oorrobo- 
ratlvofui'tfrom scoreH of Riant landowners 
and men who stand high in tho opinion of 
the uuiilio. These man uro olther llurs or 
tlie aofii/'S ottno UOVWBTB fire rani. 


Thoro .trefivoorsix professional dowsers 


In England, und tho leader of these is u 
ynung m:m of 110, nmnod Loioostor (iutukor. 
Ho is accumulating n fnrtuno by bis curi- 
ous work, aud ho is kopt so busy Clint bo 
employs 40 assistants, who complete tho 
work his strange faculties map out. Dows- 
ors have rocoutly uaen employed by such 
august porsoniiBOS as tho Duke of Rutland, 
theDukoof Beaufort, tho Duke of (Jrnftoii, 
Lord Jersey, Sir 10. Wolby Gregory and i 
host of others o£ llkopromlnouco. Dowsers 
demand rich puy, and it would soom thnt 
If pooplo of tho culihur of those justnamci 
did not Jinvo faith in tlio art tlioy woulr 
not ta-Uo coRninanco of it by patronizing 
it and paying well for it too. 


It is practically agreed among thoao who 


huvo studied the matter that tho gift is 
not only racial with tbe British, but eoo 
tionul, IH.»11 of tbo dowsers como from the 
west country of Knglaud. This is aooount 
ed for by tbo fact that dowsing bus oxistoc 
iu tho C'irnlsh mine sections for oonturlos 
It is claimed that some dowsors uro ubl 
to toll of tho presence of tin and other 
metals lionoath the Kirch's surface Ijy using 
tbo hazel twig, or divining rod, as it nso 
*n h<- f ilinf] 
Kiwih H faculty would, o 
course, lie or vast uanout TO n riiiiie owilur 
as ho could discover tho presence of mutu 
without first going to tho expense of sink 
ln« a abaft. 


Moro than n score of books Jmvo boot 


written on tho subject, several of tboiu by 
American students of the art, and fron 
somo of these it is loarnod thnt in oldoi 
tiuiBS wicldcrs of the divining rod usocl it 
for u variety of purposes, oftentimes with 
success. It was commonly employed for 
the solution of mysterious murders and 
for tho hunting down of criminals. In 
Franco it was used in tho last century, 
but tlio iirlostq froivnod upon it, and even- 
tually tbo practice wa.s abolished. It may 
be mentioned that iu tho tliuo of tho in- 
quisition dowsers were put to death us 
workers in black art. 


Regarding tho hunting down of crimi- 


nals by the divining rod, onn ot tho last 
oases on record happened in Franco in tbo 
early part of the eighteenth century. 
A 


certain .Inoqups Aymur, a native of Dnu- 
phiuey, kept u wineshop and apparently 
took In lodgers. 
One day a man and his 


wife wore murdorod and their bodies hid- 
den in Aynmr's collar. 
In spite of the 


fact that tho murderer loft bohind a bottle 
and a bill noon wruppeu in straw no coma 
not bo tracod, and tbo detective skill of 
the perind failed to find any clow. 


Ayinar himself hud n reputation for tho 


use of tlio rod, und when bo introduced 
this.ins! rumontj of divination into tho col 
lar it l)(,"'iuno (Hsturbod at tho spot where 
the mnn's corpse bad lain. As ho ap- 
prouohed iho situ of tlie woman's corpse, 
Aymar himself bowimo excited and fever- 
ish, and tho rod was violently agitated. 


Following tho indications, ho tracod tbroo 


assassins stop by stop down through tha 
city to tho rivor Kliono and ilowu tlio 
Rhone from Saul on to Boauclaire, whore 
the annual fair was being hold; tlion to 
tho prison, whore, among 14 prisoners late- 
ly charged, ho pointed out one, committed 
for petty theft, who confessed his sharo in 
tho murder. Unfortunately tbe others es- 
oii pod. 


In the sixteenth and seventeenth c-en- 


turios dowsing was evidently an extousno 
Industry. Thoro Is a book written in 1032 
by the Bareness of Beausolail, in which 
she givo4 a list of 150 mines discovered by 
herself nnd her husband by use of tbo di- 
vining rod. From 1500 to 1700 no loss 
than 40 separate works on tho subject of 
dowsing were published, and when it is 
remembered that book writing and print- 
ing in those days were rare things tbo 
importance of tho subject can be imagined. 


Lord Byron's inotlior-in-law was a dows- 


er, as shown from tho following extract 
from tlio memoirs of Mrs. Do Morgan: 


"Lady Byron's mother, Lady Milbanko, 


had the faculty of using tho divining rod 
and wan often naked by her neighbors and 
tenants in Durham county to cxeruiso it 
for their benefit when tlioy wanted to sink 
a well. 
Lndy Byron told us that sho bad 


seen her mother's bunds held tightly by 
Dr. Fenwick, a well known 
scientific 


physician in tho north, who, going behind 
Lady Milbunke, prossod tho fingers (if each 
hand, holding it so as tn make the stick 
point upward iu the air. 
Nevertheless, 


when the lady had walked a few steps the 
twig suddenly turned round uud, defying 
the doctor's bold, pointed to the ground 
With such violence as to tear the skin from 
the fingers uud oven to draw blood." 


Americans had some experience with 


fake dowsers In tho early mining days of 
California, whou a number of Spaniards 
appeared among the miners with alleged 
divining rods, which they claimed would 
point out tho golden troasuro in the hills. 
Fancy prices wore paid for those roils, 
which, of course, were absolutely worth- 
less.—Washington Post.

moro irregular aud fui'lnmbering is less to 
bo dopomiocl upon. After tho tree is cut it 
Is hauled to tho nearest waterwayand raft- 
ed to tlie coast, 
Tim logs are hauled by 


teams of oxen from one to six miles in 
Nicaragua, but often the distance la very 
much greater, tho journey sometimes tak- 
ing two days. 
Tho roads consist of paths 


through the forest that often aro nothing 
nio-o than swamps and morasses, through 
which tho oxen and horses lloundor along. 
Only animals trained to this kind of work 
would ever makeany progress, and Ameri- 
can beasts would wallow about perfectly 
helpless.—Boston Transcript.

Tho Japanese hnvo another tortoise, 


which they train to* perform simple tricks 
iu the water. It is a little creature about 
8 or 4 inches long, that from a life of in- 
activity has becomo covered with a long 
growth of greed pond weed, which streams 
behind like hair as it swims along. 


Theso people aro alto famous for thoir 


strange fishes of tiie carp family. 
Some 


are short and chubby, with eyes that pro- 
trude so far from the .hand that they look 
like telescopes, or tlio stalked eyes o( some 
crabs, with which tbo little creature can 
see in every direction. Others have ii broad, 
Incelike tail that, hangs gracefully like a 
mass of laco and appears to bo divided into 
tbreo parts. 
Others have a perfect black 


cross mnrkod upon the baok, which again=t 
tho deep rod, which is the prevailing color, 
presents n magnifjcont appearance. Others 
are called tho fish of tho white cross, the 
latter being white against rod. 


These fanciful creatures arc trained to 


perform a variety of tricks. 
They rise at 


the sound of a bell, ring a boll themselves, 
follow one another in n row at tho signal, 
and then in many ways show thoir ro- 
markabJs intelligence. 


Tbo Japanese also import the famous 


fighting fishes from India, which they 
keep in (in iKjuariuin and match in con- 
tests which are, it must be said, dooidcd 
without bloodshed, though the little crea- 
tures show no little ferocity. 


Tlie tortoise and crane are both sacred 


animals in Japan, and tho former is often 
seen with the stork walking about villages, 
paying no altoi.-rioit to tbe pooploandas 
Rafeas is the eaoredoxinlndia. — St. Louis 
Renublie.

Arc Promised. 


It is announced from Xewcastle-ou-Tyno 


ijhiit Mr. Charles Algernon Parsons, the 
clever brother of the well known astron- 
omer, Earl Kosse, has invented n now ma- 
rine motor which, as the phrase goos, will 
revolutionize steam navigation. Mr. far- 
sons is a member of an engineering firm 
and an eminently practical mivn, and ho 
and his firm have suifimeut confidence in 
the invention to put their money into it. 
Tho motor is an adaptation of tho turbine 
Bystom, and it already is beyond the stage 
of I'xiierinieiit. 
A torpedo boat, built and 


fitted with it and named Turbiiiia, has 
just had u trial trip ontpido the Tyne. She 
is -similar to a first class torpedo boat, 100 
feet long over all, 9 feet broad. 
Her en- 


gines weigh only 4M tons and are placed 
right at tho bottom of tho vessel, against 
the skin. She attained the enormous speed 
of 29. (i ];nots, or 84 miles, an hour, and 
this was obtained from only one water tube 
boiler with 1,100 square feat of heating 
surface and 42 square feet of grate siirfaoe, 
with furnntios fired fore and aft from twc 
oloFBcl stoke holes. 


The propeller was driven at the rate ol 


2,400 revolutions a minnte, which is more 
than three times the highest rate hereto- 
fore attained in marine propulsion. Tur- 
binin's boiler pressure is 225 pounds to the 
square inch, and the pressure at the tur- 
bines is 150 pounds. 
Some years ago Mr. 


Parsons applied the steam turbine system 
us a motor whore high speeds are necessary, 
as in electrical machinery, but it has taken 
him years to overcome the numerous diffi- 
culties in the way of its application to ma- 
rine propulsion.
